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Judicial budget cuts mean furloughs, limited Drug Court 


Courts close three 
days due to cuts

Massive cuts to the state 
Judicial Branch budget will 
mean three furlough days for 
branch employees as well as 
cuts to Drug Court and other 
programs. 

Local employees will feel 
the impact along with the 
rest of the state when Fiscal 
Year 2012-2013 kicks off 
July 1 with a $25.2 million 
cut in total available funds. 
Gov. Steve Beshear signed 
the budget April 11, and last 


week Kentucky Chief 
Justice John D. Minton Jr. 
announced how the depart¬ 
ment would handle the fund 
reduction. 

Courthouses will be 
closed for furlough days 
statewide Aug. 6, Sept. 4 
and Oct. 15 in an attempt to 
cut back on personnel costs, 
which comprise the great 
majority of Judicial Branch 
expenses. However, as elect¬ 
ed officials, judges and cir¬ 
cuit court clerks cannot be 
furloughed — meaning on a 
local level the furlough will 
mainly impact such employ¬ 
ees as deputy circuit clerks. 

Meanwhile, caps will be 
placed on the number of 
Drug Court participants and 


the Kentucky High School 
Mock Trial Tournament pro¬ 
gram will be eliminated 
entirely. 

Circuit Clerk’s Office 

Budget cuts aren’t new 
for the Judicial Branch, but 
according to local officials, 
they are becoming harder 
and harder to sustain. 

“This is not the first year 
of our budget cuts. We’ve 
had cuts for several years in 
a row,” Nelson County 
Circuit Court Clerk Diane 
Thompson said. 

Deputy clerks haven’t 
received pay raises since 
about 2008, and neither has 
she, Thompson said. 


“And that’s OK. They 
haven’t complained,” she 
added. 

But according to 
Thompson, circuit clerks’ 
offices throughout the state 
are understaffed, and have 
been for years. 

“We haven’t had to cut 
staff because we’re already 
so understaffed,” she said. 
“Since we started the new 
court system we’ve never 
had enough staff.” 

Kentucky’s current court 
system was created in 1976. 
This year’s furloughs mark 
the first in the modern sys¬ 
tem’s history. 

At this time, the Nelson

Citizen claims Bardstown refuses to pick up brush pile

Charlene Davis has a 
large pile of brush at the end 
of her front yard that she 
said the city of Bardstown 
refuses to pick up. 

What began as a task to 
clear the brush in her back¬ 


yard at 2218 Elmcrest Drive 
has turned into a sticky situ¬ 
ation. 

“I rarely put any (brush) 
out front,” Davis said. 
“When I do clear some of it, 
now it’s a big issue?” 

According to Davis, she 
cleared out a tree in her front 
yard almost two weeks ago. 
Once her work was finished, 
she laid the remaining 
branches in a pile at the end 
of her driveway and city 
workers picked it up without 


any question during a drive- 
by pick-up. 

However, the city refused 
to pick up the second brush 
pile in Davis’ lawn. She 
complained to the city April 
24, a few weeks passed and 
the brush pile wasn’t picked 
up. 

Now, Davis is befuddled 
on why the city would pick 
up brush in one instance and 
not another. 

“If they’re changing the 
law, they need to inform the 


citizens,” she said. “There 
are so many inconsistencies, 
some are taken and others 
aren’t.” 

When asked about the sit¬ 
uation, Bardstown Public 
Works Superintendent Ben 
Burd refused to comment on 
the matter. 

“I’m not getting into that 
mess,” he said. 

Burd directed comments 
toward Barbie Bryant, exec¬ 
utive assistant to Sheckles,

Lightning strike sparks 
garage fire Saturday

Only four brick walls 
remained standing after a 
garage on Lutheran Church 
Road caught fire Saturday 
morning after a reported 
lightning strike. 

When Bardstown- 

Nelson County firefighters 
arrived on scene around 2 
a.m. Saturday, the 1,200- 
square-foot detached 
garage at 1183 Lutheran 
Church Road was fully 
engulfed. 

“It was totally on fire. 
The roof was almost totally 
gone,” Sgt. Paul Vance 
said. 

The fire department had 
been notified after a neigh¬ 
bor spotted the blaze. 

“The neighbor had 
called it in. She said there 
was a real loud lightning 
strike right next to her 


house, and said that her 
computer blew up and her 
TV burned up,” Vance said. 

Firefighters set about 
suppressing the fire but 
there was httle they could 
do. 

“Everything inside it 
was lost,” Vance said. 

It was too dangerous for 
firefighters to enter the 
building and ensure the fire 
was completely out. 

“The brick was not sta¬ 
ble because it had nothing 
holding it up, and the front 
of the building was kind of 
bowed, and I didn’t want 
my personnel inside,” 
Vance said. 

The fire department was 
called back out at 11:53 
a.m. because an insurance 
representative at the build¬ 
ing spotted a few areas that 
were still smoldering.

Get your thrill in a minute, in 2D and 3D 



The most powerful of 
superheroes come together 
to battle a mythic super-vil¬ 
lain in the presence of Loki 
(Tom Hiddleston). Nick 
Fury (Samuel L. Jackson) is 
director of S.H.LE.L.D., an

When is 
yanking 
ccmsidered 
abusive? 

A recent incident in which police responded to a 
complaint of a grandmother hitting her grandchil¬ 
dren in Wendy’s has brought up the controversy 
surrounding parents who choose corporal punish¬ 
ment to discipline their children. 

In the case that was in the paper last week, the 
police were called after the grandmother was seen 
hitting her grandchildren with a paint stirrer. The 
police came, checked out the children and the 
grandmother and her grandchildren went on their 
way. No one was arrested and a report wasn’t 
made. According to the police, spanking isn’t 
against the law and they didn’t see anything about 
the situation that made them worry about the safe¬ 
ty of the children. 

After the incident, the grandmother called The 
Standard to report what had happened. She saw 
the incident as an indication of what’s happening 
in society as a whole. In today’s society, Mary 
Mitchell t hin ks many families are steering clear of 
disciplining their children, which often leads to a 
plethora of other issues that can create problems in 
the future. 

Bardstown Police Chief Rick McCubbin said 
the department receives several calls each week 
about parents disciplining their children. All 
claims are investigated with many turning out to 
be nothing out of the ordinary or dangerous for 
the child. The thought of having the police called 
for just spanking a child has some parents recon¬ 
sidering how they discipline in public. 

Schools have also backed down from discipline, 
with most opting to find other forms of correcting 
behavior rather than corporal punishment such as 
spanking. Whether that decision has created more 
behavior problems with students is part of the 
debate. For now, it doesn’t look like schools will 
be making any changes to their discipline proce¬ 
dures to once again include paddling. 

But for parents, the debate continues. Is there 
any point when it’s OK to spank a child? 

Most of us grew up in an era when spankings 
were just a way of life. Whether it was with a belt, 
a flyswatter, a switch you had to cut yourself or 
the handle of a brush, most of us faced the possi¬ 
bilities of a whipping when we were out of line. 
The threats and the possibilities were what kept us 
in line most days. 

But as the generational gap widens between 
those who were spanked and those who don’t 
believe in corporal punishment, the debate contin¬ 
ues. Now, timeouts are preferred to spankings by 
most childrearing professionals. 

But that doesn’t mean all are going to abide by 
that structure of discipline. So what happens to 
those who choose to spank a child in public? 

Since it’s not illegal what’s the recourse for those 
who go too far? 

It’s all a matter of common sense. The police 
said each reported incident is investigated. So if 
you think a parent or an adult has gone too far in 
disciplining the child in their care, then call the 
police. But let’s use common sense when we call. 
All of us know the limits of what we think has 
gone too far.

It’s the high school 
student who is highly in¬ 
volved in the community 
while maintaining good 
grades or it’s a young adult 
who’s trying to make it in the 
real world after graduating 
college. 

All of these examples 
scratch upon the surface of 
the magnitude of super¬ 
heroes in this world. Each 
and every person in society 
has the ability to serve as a 
superhero — all they have to 
do is make good choices and 
set the right example for 
those around them. 

For those wishing to find 
their own superhero, all they 
need to do is look a little 
harder and they’ll find that 
superheroes are all around 
us. They’re just blended in 
with the rest of society be¬ 
cause they don’t wear a 
mask, fly around or have 
magic powers. 


To be spanked or not to be spanked 


There is such a contro¬ 
versy on the subject of 
discipline and how it is ad¬ 
ministered in rearing your 
children. Some say they do 
not believe in spanking be¬ 
cause it teaches a child how 
to hit and others believe in 
spare the rod, spoil the child 
or as in Proverbs 13:24 
“Whoever spares the rod 
hates his son, but he who 
loves him is diligent to disci¬ 
pline him.” 

The line between the two 
can be thin or very wide¬ 
spread depending on your 
level of the manner in how 
you want to raise your 
children. 

A co-worker told me 
those who abuse children, 
pedophiles and/or molesters 
have ruined it for good par¬ 
enting practices. In a way I 
must agree. All of us are ex¬ 
tremely protective of our 
children, due to these types 
of people and we dare a 
teacher or someone with 
whom our child doesn’t have 
a relationship to even say 
anything to them, never¬ 
theless put their hands on 
them. And I am as guilty as 
the next parent. 

But are we really pro¬ 
tecting them or are we 
creating a little monster? 

Spanking or corporal 
(physical) punishment has 
always been a target of dis- 
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sension. Most children from 
my generation did get 
spanked as part of a pun¬ 
ishment depending on the 
incident or behavior, as well 
as being grounded. No tele¬ 
vision or going outside to 
play was the typical 
grounding but now with 
more advanced technology 
there is a lot more you can 
take away, be it a cell phone, 
computer or gaming 
systems. 

When people talk about 
situations involving out of 
control children or adoles¬ 
cents, it is varying opinions 
of how that particular parent 
is handling the situation. 

According to WebMd, a 
column on health and par¬ 
enting describes the typQS of 
parent: 

1) An authoritative parent 


has clear expectations and 
consequences and is affec¬ 
tionate toward his or her 
child. The authoritative 
parent allows for flexibility 
and collaborative problem 
solving with the child when 
dealing with behavioral chal¬ 
lenges. This is the most 
effective form of parenting. 

2) An authoritarian parent 
has clear expectations and 
consequences, but shows 
little affection toward his or 
her child. The parent may 
say things such as, “because 
I’m the Mommy, that’s why.” 
This is a less effective form 
of parenting. 

3) A permissive parent 
shows lots of affection 
toward his or her child but 
provides little discipline. 

This is a less effective form 
of parenting. 

In my opinion, a lot of dis¬ 
ciplinary methods do begin 
in the parent’s childhood and 
how they were raised. 

When I became pregnant, 

I thought there were how-to 
books on everything to do 
with every stage of having a 
baby and after it was bom. 
Now it seems everyone has 
an opinion on what is the 
wrong way or right way in 
the raising of children, from 
discipline to education. 

Be it as it may, I do think 
it’s important to give 
children boundaries and any 


punishment should benefit 
the incident. 

Discipline is the method 
of instmcting your child on 
what kind of behavior is ac¬ 
ceptable and what type is 
not. Basically, discipline 
shows a child about mles 
and how to follow them. Dis¬ 
cipline should involve 
punishment and rewards. It 
does sound easier said than 
done, but it can become frus¬ 
trating sometimes with 
issues concerning children 
and discipline. 

I read an article in the 
paper last week in regards to 
a grandmother disciplining 
her children in a public place 
and authorities were called 
due to someone believing it 
to be excessive or abusive. 
Well, I wasn’t there and I 
cannot give an opinion on 
what was witnessed but I am 
glad everything worked out 
for the kids as well as the 
grandmother. As the officer 
said, he wished more people 
would discipline their 
children. And I agree with 
her opinion on how our so¬ 
ciety is allowing some 
children to mn amok and we 
are creating a self-destmctive 
environment. 

The rods of discipline can 
be used sparingly but the 
love needs to be spread lav¬ 
ishly.

who then directed com¬ 
ments to Assistant City 
Administrator Larry Green. 

Green, who’s not directly 
involved in the situation, 
said the city’s ordinance 
clarifies how much the city 
is allowed to pick up. 

“One of the things we 
don’t pick up is trash from 
land development,” Green 
said. “It’s mainly for small 
amounts of tree limbs.” 

Mayor Bill Sheckles said 
that Davis hired a contractor 
to clear out the brush in her 
yard and it’s up to the con¬ 
tractor to clear the brush, not 
the city. 

While he couldn’t think of 
the contractor’s name, 
Sheckles said that Davis 
isn’t the only one who has 
asked the city to pick up 
large amounts of brush. 

“It’s an ongoing prob¬ 
lem,” Sheckles said, adding 
that in the past, contractors 
have cleared out land in res¬ 
idential areas and left large 
piles of brush for the city to 
pick up. 

“That’s why we’re switch¬ 
ing around the ordinance,” 
Sheckles said, noting that 
the city council is working 
to add clarifications to the 
ordinance so citizens know 
for what the city is responsi¬ 
ble. 

According to Ordinance 
B2005-22, “yard waste” 
includes grass clippings, 
leaves, twigs, tree trim¬ 
mings, very small limbs and 
other similar yard and gar¬ 
den waste suitable for place¬ 
ment in solid waste contain¬ 
ers. Residential customers 
desiring the collection of 
large bulky rubbish and tree 
hmbs should call city hall 
and request such collection 
of service. 

The ordinance further 
states that tree limbs shall be 
no longer than 10 inches in 
diameter and 10 feet long. 

Brush and tree hmbs are 
picked up by the city when 
the brush and tree limbs are 
cut less than 10 feet and 
stacked neatly near the 
street. 

According to Green, the 
brush pile in Davis’ lawn is 
considered demolition 
debris and the ordinance 
doesn’t allow the city to pick 


up the remaining brush pile. 

Green added that if peo¬ 
ple have work done to clear 
out a portion of their lawn, 
they should be held respon¬ 
sible to clear the brush. He 
noted that the ordinance is 
designed for “relatively 
small amounts of trimming.” 

Overall, Davis said she’s 
frustrated because brush 
was taken from her yard 
without question three 
weeks ago, which gave her 
the impression the city 
would pick up the second 
pile of brush that’s sitting in 
her yard now. 

“It doesn’t match,” she 
said. “This is a service (the 
city) said they’ll provide.” 

However, Green said the 
original pile of brush in 
Davis’ yard was small 
enough to be picked up by 
the city. When Davis asked 
for the second pile to be 
picked up. Green said it was 
explained to her that the 
ordinance doesn’t allow 
them to pick up such a large 
pile of brush. 

“It has been explained to 
her,” Green said. 

In order to get rid of large 
brush piles. Green added 
that citizens are supposed to 
dump it in an approved land¬ 
fill. 

Green added that City 
Code Enforcement Officer 
Steve Hatler was called to 
Davis’ residence, but was 
there to explain the rules and 
hmitations attached to the 
city’s ordinance. 

Hatler couldn’t be 
reached for comment. 

The city’s ordinance is 
intended to create a certain 
amount of control on the 
amount of brush the city can 
clear. Green added. 

Davis’ neighbor, Duane 
Centers, sees the situation a 
bit differently. 

“My first question is what 
is our tax money going for?” 
Centers asked. “We should¬ 
n’t have to pay for a service 
we’re not getting.” 

Centers, who lives at 
2216 Elmcrest Drive, said 
he has been helping Davis 
clear out her lawn because 
everybody in his neighbor¬ 
hood helps each other out. 

He’s also been helping 
with the fight to clean the 
pile of brush. 

Since the beginning, he 
said he’s been getting the 
run-around from city offi-

“They’ve got 900 excuses 
on why they don’t want to do 
this,” Centers said. “The city 
has got to be held responsi¬ 
ble for something.” 

All and all, Davis said she 
isn’t asking for much and 
would’ve been open to other 
options to get rid of the 
brush. 

“I’m not asking for a lot,” 
she said, adding that she 
would be open to move the 
brush pile in smaller por¬ 
tions if that would be OK 
with the city. 

“They come here every 
Thursday and pick up small 
amounts without question,” 
Davis said. “This is a service 
they said they’ll provide and 
they need to provide it.” 

However, Green said 
there is nothing in the ordi¬ 
nance that would allow for 
that type of situation. He 
added that Davis has talked 
with several people in detail 
about her situation at city 
hall, but the possibility of 
moving the brush in smaller 
portions has never been 
brought up. 

Centers said he is at a loss 
of words on how Davis is 
getting treated over the mat¬ 
ter. 


“(The city) needs to be giving us what we’re paying service, you do it,” Centers

Melody Lake home damaged by fire

Two rooms of a Melody 
Lake home were gutted by 
fire Saturday morning. 

The New Hope Fire 
Department was dispatched 
to a single-family home at 
61 Dogwood Trail at 7:19 
a.m. Saturday. 

“It started on the outside 
of the house,” Chief Michael 
Corbett said. “You can see 
where it went up the wall 
and went inside his attic.” 

Corbett was able to trace 
the fire back to the area of a 
four-wheeler that was 


against the house. The 
homeowner said the four- 
wheeler had been malfunc¬ 
tioning, so according to 
Corbett, that could have 
been the source of the fire. 
Lightning also could have 
caused the fire — heavy 
storms had rolled through 
the area overnight, and a 
light drizzle continued as 
firefighters arrived on 
scene. 

The kitchen and another 
room, possibly a bedroom, 
were heavily damaged. 
About three-quarters of the 
house remains hvable, but 
the home could be a total 


loss, according to Corbett. 
The four-wheeler and a boat 
were also destroyed. 

Nobody was injured in 
the fire. The homeowner, an 
Iraq war veteran, was able to 
exit the house along with his 
wife and children in time. 

“Luckily he woke up and 
smelled smoke,” Corbett 
said. 

The Rolling Fork Fire 
Department provided mutu¬ 
al aid. Fifteen firefighters 
responded between the two 
departments. New Hope 
firefighter and EMT Kay 
Inman estimated they were 
on scene about two hours.

County Circuit Clerk’s 
Office has 14 deputy clerks. 
It is funded for 16, but can¬ 
not hire two more because of 
a hiring freeze. But accord¬ 
ing to Thompson’s calcula¬ 
tions, she would need 18 and 
a half deputies to be at full 
staff. 

Statewide, however, the 
Judicial Branch has pared 
back staff, cutting 282 
employees since 2008. 

Dealing with important 
legal documents in such an 
environment can pose risks. 

“They are critical docu¬ 
ments and the more they’re 
rushed and the more they’re 
pushed — it really troubles 
me,” Thompson said, point¬ 
ing out that making a mis¬ 
take in her office could 
mean serious consequences 
— the wrong person getting 
arrested and charged with a 
crime, for instance. 

But the quality of her staff 
has prevented that from hap¬ 
pening, Thompson said. 

District 14 Sen. Jimmy 
Higdon, who sat on the 
Senate budget committee, 
said steep cuts were made 
across the board — an 
approximate 8.6 percent cut 
for all three branches of gov¬ 
ernment. The legislature did 
not specify which programs 
within the budget should be 
cut. 

“I supported the budget 
and had no idea that it would 
be implemented this way. I 
thought that there would be 
other savings the chief jus¬ 
tice could find rather than 
furloughing people, so I’m 
disappointed,” Higdon said. 

Drug Court 

Circuit Judge Charles C. 
Simms III said cuts to Drug 
Court, which he heads for 
Nelson, LaRue and Hart 
counties, could have nega¬ 
tive impacts for law enforce¬ 
ment and participants. 


“It’s a bad thing for Drug 
Court, no doubt about that. 
We have averaged 25 people 
in our Drug Court and now 
we’re capped at 21,” he said. 
Current participants won’t 
be excluded but numbers 
will need to be cut eventual- 

ly- 

The change makes it hard 
for Drug Court participants 
to move residences, because 
many other programs are 
just as full and can’t admit 
anyone else, Simms 
explained. 

“Almost everybody had 
more people than what we 
were capped for,” Simms 
said of other programs. 

And with limits on how 
many people can participate, 
more people might stay in 
jail as a result. Simms cited a 
recent example of a woman 
who would have been ehgi- 
ble for Drug Court who now 
won’t be able to participate. 
She needs the structure 
Drug Court offers, he 
explained. 

“She’ll stay in prison 
because I don’t feel comfort¬ 
able ... granting her shock 
probation,” Simms said. 

That could transfer more 
costs onto the Department 
of Corrections — apparently 
running counter to last year’s 
House Bill 463, which 
sought to cut jail and prison 
populations by offering 
alternative modes of rehabil¬ 
itation. 

“It really shows how near¬ 
sighted the legislature was, 
because in essence they’re 
saying too many people 
[are] in prison but then 
they’re stopping Drug 
Court, which is probably 


one of the best vehicles they 
have for keeping people out 
of prison,” Simms said. 

The frequency with which 
participants are drug tested 
will also be reduced, which 
Simms beheves could make 
the program less effective. 

“I don’t know how much 
more the Judicial Branch 
can take,” Simms said. 
“They’ve cut to the bone 
now.” 

A longer jail stay? 

Pretrial officers will have 
the day off on furlough days, 
too. While they generally 
have 12 hours after arrest to 
set a person’s bond, on fur¬ 
lough days they may have 48 
hours, according to Nelson 
County Jailer Dorcas Figg. 

That means a person 
arrested on or right before a 
furlough day may be in for a 
longer jail stay than normal. 

Meanwhile, furlough 
days will interrupt court 
schedules, and possibly 
delay how quickly judges 
can hear motions and 
arraignments. Simms said 
his schedule — particularly 
for LaRue and Hart coun¬ 
ties, which he visits two days 
a month each — will have to 
be rearranged and could 
impact the amount of time 
people spend in jail. The 
same holds true for Circuit 
Court Judge John David 
Seay and District Court 
Judge Robert Heaton. 

Budget troubles 

As high unemployment 
continues, revenue remains 
flat and more people qualify 
for Medicaid, cuts to state 



government have become 
necessary, Higdon asserted. 

“I helped work on the 
budget and based on what 
we budgeted for and based 
on what they had to spend in 
the last biennium, it seemed 
that what we budgeted was 
sufficient for them in this 
biennium,” Higdon said of 
the Judicial Branch budget. 
“Across state government 
that’s pretty much the same 
cut that everybody else 
took.” 

Yet Judicial Branch 
salaries have been lower 
than wages for comparable 
positions in the other 
branches of government for 
years. 

“There’s no reason to me 
why a secretary in the 
Judicial Branch should 
make less money than a sec¬ 
retary in the Executive 
Branch or a secretary in the 


Legislative Branch,” Simms 
said. 

It’s a problem Higdon said 
he’s committed to address¬ 
ing, “but right now is not the 
appropriate time to do it.” 

And although judges and 
circuit clerks haven’t gotten 
pay raises for several years, 
state law requires annual 
salary adjustments for infla¬ 
tion for local judge execu¬ 
tives, jailers and county 
clerks. 

“They will be the only 
people in state government 
this year that receive wage 
increases,” Higdon said. 

Rumors that the cut was 
in retaliation for the state 
Supreme Court’s ruling 
against the legislature’s 
redistricting plan have httle 
foundation in Higdon’s eyes. 

“I sat on the budget com¬ 
mittee in the Senate and 
there was never a word 


about being vindictive about 
the redistricting,” he said. 
He added that he didn’t 
know whether anything to 
that effect happened behind 
closed doors. 

Thompson emphasized 
that she understands the 
state and the Supreme Court 
are facing tough economic 
times. She’s seen evidence 
of the economic crisis in 
increased foreclosures and 
people unable to pay their 
fines since as early as 2004 
— long before the media 
picked up on the news. And 
things don’t look to be get¬ 
ting any better, she added. 

“In my heart I know our 
chief justice would not have 
made the decision to fur¬ 
lough employees and close 
down the Kentucky Courts if 
he had any other options,” 
she said.

If this old boat could only talk 


I’ve always loved being around 
water. Fishing and boating have 
always been at the top of my list of 
pastimes. 

Over the years, nearly every place 
the Junkers have lived has been on or 
near the water. There were a few 
exceptions in my early years, but in 
the last four decades a couple hun¬ 
dred yards has been the farthest we 
have been from a spot to cast a lure or 
launch a boat. 

During that time, I’ve always 
owned a boat. Most were purchased 
used. I’ve had canoes, small sailboats, 
pontoon, ski, and fishing boats. 
Today, I still have a fold-up Porta- 
bote. 

Late last fall, I saw a small 10-foot, 
aluminum john boat at a yard sale. 
Figured it would slip easily into the 
back of my old truck, and thought it 
would be ideal to paddle around the 
small lake where we currently spend 
warm weather. I could picture myself 
casting Roadrunners and Beetlespins 
to the bass, crappie and bluegill as the 
sun settled behind the trees to the 
west. 

I even purchased a small Minn- 
Kota trolling motor and a new battery 
to help propel my new (to me) fishing 
machine. 

The boat did easily fit into the back 
of the old Chevy. I was right. That 


was good news. 

However, the boat 
didn’t work for this 
fat, old, unstable out¬ 
door writer. 

I attempted to 
launch it, and was 
sure motor battery, 
rod and reel, and old 
man were going to 
end up in the drink. It 
was totally unstable 
for this guy, and it 
seemed the water 
level was only about 
six inches below the 
side. (Try before you 
buy.) 

So what was Plan B? 

In the meantime, my 14-year-old 
grandson thinks the boat is great. He 
spent a couple days paddling it 
around the lake. But then, he weighs 
half or less than this old biscuit and 
gravy eater. 

Plan B was to look on the Internet 
for another small boat, but one not 
quite so small. 

I actually found several within a 
reasonable distance of home, and 
decided to check one out. The young 
owner said the older aluminum boat 
had comfortably and stably held he, 
his wife, and young son. 

Upon arrival at his home, I looked 


over the boat. It 
looked much like 
many I had seen years 
ago at various fishing 
camps. 

Quickly, I made the 
decision to buy it. It 
appeared it would 
meet my need, but 
something else also 
attracted me. Isaiah 
Bowling, the owner, 
had found a very old 
magazine advertise¬ 
ment about the boat.

better every single day.” 

Hogan, plant manager for 
LB Mfg. LLC of 
Springfield, began his 
coaching career in 2003 as 
head girls’ coach for the U10 
Nelson County Playmakers. 

After putting together that 
inexperienced young team 
and experiencing a less than 
stellar first year, Hogan 
coached them through two 
more years of steady 
improvement, and ended up 
winning the Kentucky state 
championship in his third 
year with the same girls as a 
U12 team. 


Hogan went on to coach at 
Nelson County High School 
(2006-2010) where he 
served as assistant girls’ bas¬ 
ketball coach, head junior 
varsity coach and head 
freshmen coach, before 
moving on to Bloomfield 
Middle School where he was 
head girls’ basketball coach 
and assistant boys’ basket¬ 
ball coach in 2011-2012.

Agriculture 


Break out the shade devices early to help your crops 


Boy, from the frying pan 
into the fire these first few 
weeks of May! The veg¬ 
etable garden will be 
responding — for better and 
for worse — to temperatures 
in the upper 80s so early in 
the season. One thing we 
can do to alleviate a little 
heat stress is to employ 
some shade devices for our 
spring crops and seedlings. 

The vegetable garden can 
start doing some funny 
things during a heat wave. 
When temperatures start to 
rise into the upper 80s and 
90s many vegetables drop 
flowers before pollination 
and fruit set; and stop 
blooming altogether. Beans, 
tomatoes and eggplant do 
like it hot but there is a 
threshold of tolerance to 
heat; ideal temperatures for 
maximum performance is 
about 86 during the day for 
these summer vegetables. 

The heat will also make 
other crops bolt and become 
bitter. Spinach, peas and 
cole crops such as broccoli, 
Brussels sprouts and cauli-

flower prefer the cool tem¬ 
peratures of spring and fall 
and make haste to flower 
and go to seed when temper¬ 
atures rise. The current 
weather may do them in for 
the season. 

Tender lettuces will bolt, 
too. My first round of tender 
Bibb and Black Seeded 
Simpson lettuce will not be 
happy; but I have plans to 
seed a second round of sum¬ 
mer lettuces (varieties more 
suited to the heat) that 
include the bolt resistant 
Jericho and a “heat wave” 
mix from Cook’s Garden. 
The summer lettuces can 


stand some heat but will last 
longer if I provide some 
shade. 

The fruit of some crops 
can get sunburned when 
temperatures are high. 
Sunscald is common on 
ripening tomatoes, especial¬ 
ly if the plant is a httle dis¬ 
eased and the foliage isn’t 
adequately shading the fruit 
on its own. Think about all 
the crops that tuck them¬ 
selves beneath the fohage of 
the plant ... all of these will 
get sunburned if left other¬ 
wise exposed on a 90 
degree, full-sun day. This is 
where we can step in and 
help out with some strategi¬ 
cally placed homemade 
shade devices. 

Providing a little shade 
will go rather far when tem¬ 
peratures rise into the 90s 
and you may want to consid¬ 
er it throughout the garden. 
You can use lattice work, old 
screens, shade cloth, old 
sheets, fine netting or mesh 
(like what you would use for 
a wedding veil).

terracotta flower pots can 
provide the base on which a 
screen can rest several inch¬ 
es above a low growing crop 
such as lettuce. A picnic 
table bench works great as a 
prop for a screen set on a 
slant on the south side for 
crops that are of medium- 
height; and using a shade 
cloth tied to four bamboo 
stakes can shade anything at 
any height from above or on 


a slant depending on the 
length and placement of the 
stakes. You get the idea. 

If we continue to get 
ample moisture we will be 
lucky because the high heat 
will make plants transpire 
moisture through their 
fohage at a faster rate than 
they can take it up through 
their roots. Wilting due to 
this transpiration may occur 
which doesn’t necessarily 


mean the soil is dry If a 
plant recovers overnight 
then you know that the wilt¬ 
ing was caused by rapid 
transpiration not thirst. 
Extra shade will help offset 
this; and, if you never 
mulched your vegetables 
now would be the time to 
reassess that decision. 
Mulch helps keep the soil 
moist but it helps keep it a 
bit cooler, too.

If you’re facing a cancer 
diagnosis, connecting with 
others who have walked in 
your shoes can be a source 
of the greatest comfort and 
support. That’s why staff 
members at Flaget 
Memorial Hospital’s Flaget 
Cancer Center offer a 
Cancer Support Group. It 
meets every third Thursday 
of the month at 6 p.m. at the 
center, inside the medical 
building next to the hospital.

For some, the group 
offers a newly diagnosed 
patient a chance to find out 
what he or she is about to 
experience. For patients who 
have beaten cancer, it’s a

victory — and to provide 
hope to those who desper¬ 
ately need it. 

Flaget Cancer Center 
Director Bobbi Harned, 
R.N., B.S.N., sees the con¬ 
nection between new 


patients and ‘veteran’ 
patients as “very beneficial.” 

“The patient who has 
gone through chemotherapy 
or radiation or both is able to 
let the new patients know — 
this is what I experienced, 
and this is how I dealt with 
it,” Harned said. “The out¬ 
side support, coming from 
outside their family circle, 
especially when their family 
may not understand exactly 
what they’re going through 
— it’s so helpful.” 

Some patients who are a 
year into remission still 
come to the group to offer 
their phone numbers and 
their email addresses and 
their assistance to patients 
strugghng with cancer and 
with treatment, Harned said.

extended family. The more 
experienced patients are 
willing to tell their story. 
They want to tell it to help 
somebody else.

Harned has been a nurse 
for many years. Cancer care 
is a richly rewarding type of 
care, she said. And the sup¬ 
port group is an inspiring 
on-the-job experience. 

“We always have a nurse 
in the group, a social worker, 
a chaplain. Sometimes fami¬ 
ly members attend. We 
always pick a topic for the 
meeting, like relaxation 
techniques, or appetite.

1 cup all-purpose 
flour 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 cups chopped 
walnuts 

1 teaspoon vanilla 
FROSTING 
1 cup heavy cream 
8 ounces bittersweet chocolate, 
finely chopped 
Preheat oven to 350 degrees. 
Line the bottom of an 18x12x2 
(or l)-inch baking pan with 
baking parchment paper and 
spray generously with butter-fla¬ 
vored cooking spray. 

In the top of a double boiler, 
over medium heat, melt butter and 
4 ounces chocolate. Reserve. 

In a large bowl, beat sugar and 
eggs until fluffy. Add flour and 
salt, mixing well. Add chocolate 
mixture, blending thoroughly. Stir 
in nuts and vanilla. 

Pour into prepared baking pan. 


(Batter should be about 1/2 inch 
thick, NOT MORE.) Bake for 35 
to 40 minutes, or until top is crisp 
and toothpick inserted into center 
comes out clean. Cool before 
pouring frosting over the top. 

For the frosting: Bring cream to 
a boil, stirring constantly. Place 
chopped chocolate in a medium 
bowl; pour boiling cream over the 
chocolate and stir to blend well. 
Spread thin layer of warm frosting 
over top of brownies in pan. When 
cool, cut into 2-inch squares.
